for  a  visitor  center  complex  proposed  for  the  Lost  Dutchman  Recreation 

Site  near  Phoenix,  Arizona,  and  the  Superstition  Mountains. 
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PRIMARY  THEME: 


The  Legend  of  the  Lost  Dutchman  Gold  Mine  in  the  Superstition  Mountains 


SECONDARY  THEMES: 


A.  Historic  Mining  in  the  area. 

B.  Natural  history  of  the  Sonoran  Desert. 

C.  Recreation  potential  in  the  vicinity. 


BASIC  ASSUMPTIONS: 


1.  The  U.  S.  Forest  Service  plans  no  major  interpretation  of  the  Superstition  Wilderness, 
or  the  legend. 

2.  The  legend  will  be  interpreted  as  only  a  legend  and  no  attempts  will  be  made  to  verify, 
select  the  best  version  or  give  any  version  our  blessing. 

3.  The  visitor  center  with  most  of  the  exhibits  and  information  will  be  manned  during 
periods  of  high  use. 

4.  Exhibits  are  to  be  coordinated  with  building  color  scheme  and  building  architectural 

style. 

5.  An  outdoor  amphitheater  will  eventually  be  built  at  the  recreation  site. 

6.  Most  of  the  users  will  be  older  people  camping  or  picnicking  at  the  site  during  the 
winter  months  or  school  children  on  special  "nature"  tours. 


EXHIBIT  NUMBER  ONE:   SYMBOLIC  SCULPTURE 


TYPE: 


Ob  jet  d'art 


PURPOSE: 


To  provide  a  symbolic  representation  of  the  legend  of  the  Lost  Dutchman  Mine  and  to  compliment 
the  style  and  architecture  of  the  exhibits  and  building.   Should  project  feeling  of  foreboding, 
danger,  unknown,  magnetism,  bewitching  and  lure. 


LOCATION: 


Central  spot  in  the  visitor  center  lobby.   Space  needs:   about  a  10-foot  diameter  circle 


MATERIAL: 


To  depend  on  the  artist's  concepts  and  desires,  but  most  likely  a  modern  symbolic  design  in 
wood  or  metal  set  either  on  a  pedestal  or  on  the  floor.   Should  be  touchable.  Ceiling  and/or 
floor  spot  lighting  should  be  provided  for  accent  and  drama. 


TEXT: 


Small  fflatal  sign  about  2x4  inches  with  title  and  sculptor's  name  in  a  visible  but  not  in 
an  overly  obvious  place.

TYPE: 


Open  display  exhibit. 


PURPOSE: 


To  give  the  visitor  the  basics  of  the  legend  and  to  indicate  the  type  of  mining/prospecting 
being  carried  out  on  the  public  lands  during  the  period  of  the  legend. 


LOCATION: 


Lobby  of  visitor  center.   Space  requirements:   10  feet  wide  by  8  feet  deep. 


MATERIALS : 


Rustic  wood  fence  across  front  of  exhibit. 

Natural  rocks,  dried  bushes,  etc.  to  make  a  camp  scene. 

Period  (1880 's),  pick,  shovel,  canteen,  burro  pack  saddle,  blanket  roll,  iron  mortar,  pair  of

(Title)   The  Legend  of  the  Lost  Dutchman  Gold  Mine. 

(Audio  Script)   Legends  are  wishful  thinking,  truths  and  half-truths  melded  together,  dusty 
accumulations  of  facts  and  fiction  about  will-of-the-wisps  and  wraiths  of  the  past.   Legends 
keep  the  bright  flame  of  hope  burning  for  the  faithful.   In  the  west,  the  brightest  flames 
light  the  paths  of  the  gold  seeker.   Gold  is  still  there  to  be  found  -  or  so  they  say.   Stories 
of  rich  gold  mines  and  rumors  of  them  are  still  passed  among  the  faithful,  and  if  you  care  to 
li^Cgn,  ygu  t©0  will  leagn  of  the  wealth  yet  to  be  found  and  lost  mines  waiting  to  be  rediscovered.

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EXHIBIT  NUMBER  TWO:   LOST  DUTCHMAN  LEGEND 

TEXT:  When  he  had  need  for  more  money,  he  made  a  trip  to  it  to  replenish  his  bank  roll, 

carefully  covering  the  treasure  lode  each  time.   His  trips  were  well  known  and 
watched,  but  the  clever  old  man  knew  the  territory  and  always  eluded  his  followers. 
Some  say  he  cleaned  out  the  ledge,  others  say  it  is  still  hidden,  while  others 
insist  that  it  never  existed  at  all  and  the  old  Dutchman  was  living  off  high-grade 
ore  he  had  stolen  from  the  Vulture  Mine  near  Wickenburg  or  some  other  mine  where  he 
had  werksdi 

Those  who  have  tried  to  pin  the  legend  down  tell  us  that  there  was  a  Dutchman,  and 
he  was  named  Jacob  Waltz  or  Waltzer,  and  that  he  lived  and  died  in  Phoenix  during 
the  1880's  and  90's,  dying  on  October  25,  1891,  at  about  81  years  of  age.   The 
Apache  Indians  may  have  first  located  the  mine  or  forced  the  Peraltas,  a  Mexican 
mining  family  who  supposedly  V7orked  the  mine  and  may  have  discovered  it,  to  abandon 
it  in  the  early  1800' s.   Presumably  the  Apaches  would  have  covered  the  mine 
to  discourage  non-Indi^ng  from  entering  the  Superstition  Mountains  for  the  Apaches 
believed  that  thtir  Gods  lived  there,  and  the  entrance  to  the  underworld  was  in  a 
egve  nea^  Weavers  Needle. 

Walfeg  eeuld  have  gotten   th©  information  about  the  mine  from  the  Peraltas,  or 
fegft^igndid  an  Apgehs  or  a  Yavapni  to  learn  of  the  mine,  or  he  could  have  found 
if  hiM§d.li -     My   the  limg  Wait?  earae  along,  there  were  already  legends  and  stories 
abeut  g©i4  in  i^he  SupglfSfiifelons.  Dr.  Abraham  Thorne,  an  Army  physician  from 
Fort  McDowell,  is  reported  to  have  been  taken  by  Indians  to  a  gold  hoard  in  the 
Superstitions.   Stories  about  Mexican  miners,  Jesuit  Priests  and  the  Peralta  family 
from  Sonora,  Mexico  finding  gold  in  the  Superstitions  were  already  prevelant  in  the 
pre-Civil  war  era. 

The  death  of  Waltz  apparently  touched  off  the  great  search.   Reportedly,  he  told  a 
Mrs.  Julia  Thomas  how  to  find  the  mine.   She  tried  for  several  years,  and  many^ 
manv'  others  followed  her  in  the  search  for  the  mine  until  one  wonders  if  there  is  a 
mine,  why  it  hasn't  been  found  before  now.   The  sheer  weight  of  numbers  of  searchers 
would  lead  one  to  believe  that  someone  would  have  accidentally  stumbled  upon  it. 
Perhaps  it  was  never  meant  to  be  that  way,  and  the  searching  is  the  thrill  -  not  the 
finding.   The  Lost  Dutchman  Gold  Mine  has  become  pre-eminent  among  lost  gold  mine 
legends,  so  much  so  that  if  it  were  found,  there  would  be  those  that  would  not  and 
could  not  believe  it  were  true,  for  the  legend  is  too  good  to  let  die.   And  hope 
must  continue  to  spring  eternal  from  the  human  breast  if  we  are  to  survive.

TYPE: 


Museum  type  exhibit.   Free  standing. 


PURPOSE: 


To  help  tell  the  legend  and  to  interpret  the  Spanish/Mexican  heritage  of  Arizona  mining. 


LOCATION: 


Lobby  area,  approximately  nine  by  four  feet  in  space. 


MATERIALS: 


Museum  type  case  with  overhead  lighting. 

Spanish  style  mining  tools  of  early  1800 's  such  as  wood  bowl  for  panning  (Batea) , 

a  pack  saddle  (Aparejo),  a  goad  or  iron  bar  (Barreta) ,  a  rawhide  bucket  .(Tanate)  with 
ore  in  it,  a  spade  or  shovel,  hammer,  photo  or  model  of  an  arrastra  (if  none  gotten 
for  outside  the  building),  small  vial  of  mercury,  Spanish  mule  shoes,  dry  washer, 
and  other  period  artifacts  as  may  be  available. 

Map  of  Arizona  and  portions  of  surrounding  states  (both  American  and  Mexican)  showing  ■ 
the  loss  of  Arizona  by  Mexico.   Indicate  the  Gadsen  purchase  and  the  extent  of 
Mexican  settlement  of  Arizona  by  towns  and  mission  locations  during  the  1840 's. 

Sign:  Outline  of  objects  as  they  are  displayed  with  number  in  object  outline  and  objects 
identified  at  edge  of  sign  by  number  with  both  En£lish  and  Spanish  term  for  object  and 
what  it  was  used  for.   Sign  to  be  of  carved  lucite  or  "Permaloy". 

NOTE:  Mercury  should  be  exhibited  so  it  can  be  manipulated  to  show  its  composition.

(Title)   Spanish  Arizona 

(With  map)   (Title)   Arizona  of  the  1840 's 

(Under  Title)   This  was  the  Arizona  of  the  Peraltas.  These  are  the  lands  they  prospected 
for  gold  in  what  was  then  northern  Sonora,  Mexico.   They  may  have  found  gold  in  the 
Superstition  Mountains  known  to  them  as  La  Sierra  Espuma  -  Mountain  of  the  Foam. 
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EXHIBIT  NUMBER  THREE:   SPANISH  ARIZONA  AND  THE  PERALTAS 

TEXT;  (With  sign)   (Title)   Spanish  and  Mexican  Prospector's  Tools 

(Pack  saddle  identification)  An  aparejo  or  Spanish  pack  saddle. 

Each  mule  had  his  own  form-fitting  pack  saddle.   The  two  bags  which  were  filled 
.  with  soft  grass  or  straw  soon  conformed  to  the  contours  of  the  mule's  or 
burro's  back. 

(Wood  bowl  identification)  To  pan  gold  the  Mexican  prospector  used  a  wooden  bowl, 
the  batea. 

(With  rawhide  bucket)  Leather  was  easier  to  obtain  than  metal  on  the  Mexican 
frontier  so  the  leather  bucket  or  tanate  was  used  to  haul  ore  out  of  the  pit. 

(With  Iron  bar  or  gad)  An  Iron  bar,  th©  barreta,  was  necessary  to  pick  the  ore  from 
the  besdfock. 

(With  spade  ov   ahovel)  An  indispeneable  tool  little  changed  over  the  centuries. 

(With  mercury  identification)   Mercury  was  used  to  remove  the  gold  from  finely 
crushed  ore  in  some  mining  processes,  particularly  with  the  arrastra  milling 
process. 

(With  arrastra  photo  or  model  if  used)  The  two  large  stones  crushed  the  gold  ore  to 
a  fine  powder  allowing  mercury  mixed  with  the  ore  to  pick  up  the  gold.  Power  wa? 
a  mule  or  two. 

(With  dry  washer)  In  the  waterless  deseft,  this  dry  washer  was  used  to  separate  the 
heavy  gold  from  lighter  gravels  by  gravity  and  wind  without  use  of  water.

Jacob  Waltz's  death. 

(With  Group  B  material)  Much  gold  has  been  spent  on  publications  concerning  the 
"Lost  Dutchman  Mine." 

(With  B  material  photo  of  Glory  Hole)   This  may  be  the  mine  according  to  one  seeker. 

(With  Group  C  material)  Death  continually  stalks  the  Superstitions.

(With  photo  of  Superstitions)   Does  the  white  line  look  like  a  high  water  mark  and  the 
pinnacles  stone  people?   Pima  legends  tell  us  a  flood  left  the  line,  and  the 
pinnacles  are  stone  Pimas  resulting  from  the  flood.   White  Feather  had  led  his 
people  to  the  top  of  the  Ga-hote-kih  (Superstitions)  and  in  trying  to  stop  the 
floodwaters  from  rising,  called  for  the  Sky-god  to  send  a  bolt  of  lightning  to  stop 
the  waters.   Tb©  bolt  v.b   sent,  but  it  also  turned  White  Feather's  people  into 
pinnaelga  o£  iifeaae  a§   yeu  can  agg, 

(With  photo  of  Yavapai,  Pima  and  Maricopa)   The  Yavapai  or  Mojave-Apache  probably 
lived  in  the  Wee-Kit-Sour-Ah  (Superstition)  Mountains.   They  were  legendary 
©neffllea  of  ths  Pltna  and  Maricopa.  Once  when  the  Yavapai  men  were  on  a  raiding  party 
to  tbg  Pifflas  and  Mafieopag,  the  Yavapai  women  and  children  were  caught  by  a  Pima- 
fJafigfipa  waffiog  peyp  mi   eiul^bM  ca  death,  sb  v/a@  their  fashion.  The  Yavapai  men 
tetui-nsd  in  tlms  te   ambugh  the  tima-MariCopa  party  in  a  narrow  canyon  in  the 
Superstitions  and  annilihated  them.   Since  then,  according  to  the  Yavapai,  the 
Pimas  and  Maricopas  have  stayed  out  of  the  Superstitions  for  they  felt  that  no 
Yavapai  group  could  have  killed  that  many  Pima-Maricopas ,  and  that  they  must  have 
been  killed  by  supernatural  beings.

IMI*  (With  photo  of  cliff  dwelling)   These  people  -  the  cliff  dwellers  -  lived  in 

the  Superstitions  over  600  years  ago.   If  they  had  legends  about  the  mountains,  we 
don' t  know  them.

(With  photo  of  Western  Apache  and  Gahans  dancer)   There  are  persistent  stories  that 
the  Apaches  believed  the  entrance  to  the  underworld  was  one  of  the  caves  in  the 
Superstition  Mountains.   The  caves  in  the  mountain  are  also  the  legendary  homes  of 
the  Gahans,  the  Apache  Mountain  Spirits,  who  periodically  visit  the  Apache  villages 
to  help  the  people  and  aid  in  curing  their  illnesses.   The  Gahans  are  particularly 
involved  with  the  puberty  ceremony  marking  the  entrance  of  the  Apache  maiden  to 
womanhood  and  marriageable  status.

With  power  supplied  by  one  or  two  mules  the  large  stones  would  soon  crush  the 
hardest  ore  to  powder  freeing  the  gold  or  silver  to  be  picked  up  by  liquid 
mercury  added  when  the  ore  was  ground.   Good  arrastras  are  rarely  found  for 
it  paid  the  miner  to  tear  up  the  arrastra  and  process  the  adobe  mortar  fcr  it 
trapped  much  of  the  gold  impregnated  ma:  cury.
